FORBIGHN.

LATEST FROM FRANUE.

The packet ship Lewis, Capt. Maey, arrived at
Now York on Mondsy from Ilavre, whence she
sailed on the 26th May. By this afiival Paris
dates to the 25ih have been received.

The most important item by this arrival is the re-
ply of the Porte, acceding in terms, to the ulu-
mation of Russia. We regret, however, 1o per
celve inthis negotiation nothing which  cffers ad-
vantage to the Greeks —ii isin [act a mere settie-
ment of ditferences between the Porte ond the
Emperor of Russia without searcely a  geference
to the Greeks, The Turkish colinet bas already de
signated two Plenipotentiaries to proceed to the
frontiers, The hostages are also set at libenty,
and positive orders given for 1the evacuntion of
Moldavia and Waliachia. Tt s stated on the au
thority of letiers lrom the Levant, that the brave
Canaris hins penshed off Missolonghi, with the
vessel which aas uider his command.

Ii was sa:d that the condect of the Porte had
excited a good deal of disconteni. A commereial
letier, received in. Paris from Odessa, stated that
the Junissuries hod announced their intention of
deposing the Sulian and proclaiining his =on.

VWhen the news of the {ali of Mis-olonghi 1each-
ed Constantinople, the Luiks gave ihemselves up
to the most barbaious expression ol joy. The
janissaries proceeded to  the hotel ol the Russian
Consulate, and threw several heads and ewrs of
Greeks into the windows.

The Ausburg Guzelte conwinsthe following
